| Additional Time for De- 
ficiency Bill and Rivers 
And Harbors. 


|HOUSE STEERING 
BODY SETS DATE 


Adjournment Resolution 
Probably Will Be Offer- 
ed in House Monday and 
Passage Expected.

Washington, June 18.—Congress, 
long anxious to go home, wil] close 
up business June 30, a week from 
next Wednesday, and will leave leg- 
islative matters behind and turn at- 
tention to those which perhaps are 
closer to the heart at this time—the 

congressional elections in the fall. 
When it goes home, congress will 
leave several important measures still 
unacted upon. These, which will go 
over until next session, include the 
French debt, fhe rivers and harbors 
bill and railroad legislation, among 


others. 

The decision to adjourn June 30 
was reached Friday at a conference 
of house and senate leaders. A reso- 
Intion fixing adjournment for this 
date will be presented to the house 
Monday. Its adoption by both 
branches is expected, though there 
may be some “bleating,” as one leader 
expressed it, by those favoring meas- 
ures which will be ditched. 

Action on Farm Bill. 

The program includes action on a 
farm bill, radio legislation and a de- 
ficiency bill, The house has passed 
a radio bill, but turned down the 
Haugen farm relief measure, which is 
before the senate. A general defi- 
ciency bill, a “eatch-all” for various 
government expenses, is usual at the 
end of the session. House leaders 
wanted to adjourn a week from Sat- 
urday, June 26, but the appropria- 
tions committee could not ready 
with the deficiency measure in_ time, 
so the Inter date was taken. \ 

Outside of the deficiency bill, the 
house has nothing important left on 
ite calendar. 

A vote on the Haugen farm bill in 
the senate is ex ed Monday or 
Tuesday, and at the present time the 
chances appear against its passage. If 
it should be passed, the measure will 
then go to conference, as the measure 
has been made an amendment to the 
cooperative marketing bill which the 
house passed, though the house turn- 
ed deuwn the Haugen bill. Lf defeated, 
that will end farm relief at this ses- 
sion, outside of the cooperative mar- 
keting measure, as senate farm lead- 
era at @ secret meeting Friday, agreed 
to stand firmly behind the Haugen 
bill, and to accept no substitute. Ad- 
ministration leaders are still seeking 
to work out a compromise. 


Dill Radice Measure. 


When the senate takes up radio 
legislation, which President Coolidge 
is very anxious to have enacted, it 
will have before it the Dill bill set- 
ting up an independent radio commis- 
sion, which the president and Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover oppose. 
This measure divorces radio ula- 
tion from the department. Coolidge 
and Hieover favor the White bill 
passed several weeks ago by the house, 
which leaves the department of com- 
merce in control, and sets up a semi- 
ublic body as a court of appeals. 

he senate has indicated its prefer- 
ence for the Dill bill, #0 that the clos- 
ing hours of congress probably will 
ete a wrangle among conferees over 
radio legislation. 

The rivers and harbors bill which 
the house has passed, will be dropped 
because of the opposition among a 
group of middle western senators to 
the Illinois river project which is in- 
cluded. These senators have banded 
together for a filibuster, and days, 
perhaps weeks, might be required to 
get any action. There are other con- 
troversial items, including the Cape 
Cod canal. The commerce committee 
will not report the bill until Tuesday 
or Wednesday next week. 

The French debt, which has been 
ratified by the house, was dropped in 
the senate because of the failure of 
the French parliament to ratify. The 
senate will consider it next session, if 


President’s Action in 
Withdrawing His Nomi- 
nation Believed To Fore- 
shadow This Step. 


GEORGIANS LEAD 
FIGHT ON TILSON 


‘Atlanta Lawyer Opposed 


Because He Did Not Re- 
side in District To Which 
He Was Appointed. 


Washington, June 18.—(Special.) 
President Coolidge’s withdrawal of 
the nomination of W. J. Tilson, of 
Atlanta, as judge of the new middle 
districg of Georgia, which created 
considerable surprise at the capitol, 
was regarded generally as indicating 
that the president will give the At- 
lanta lawyer a recess appointment, 
in view of opposition in the senate 
and the decision of the judiciary 
committee to report the nomination 
unfavorably. 

The president also withdrew the 
nominations of Bascom 8. Deaver. of 
Macon, as district attorney of the 
new district, and Samuel Purvis, of 
Ocilla, as marshal. 

It was made plain at the white 
house by the president’s spokesman, 
following the withdrawal, that Cool- 
idge will make recess appointments 
for the positions, but it was not 
stated that Tilson would be renamed, 
though the withdrawal was generally 
interpreted in thié way at the capi- 
tol. 

The white house spokesman ex- 
plained that the president withdrew 
the nominations feeling that if Til- 
son could not be approved by the 
senate an entire new slate must be 
made up. While this might be taken 
to mean that Tilson would not be re- 
named, it was not regarded as closing 
the door to his nomination. 

Recess Appointment. 

Tt was héld the most probable course 
that the president will give Tilson a 
recess appointment, the administration 
taking the chance with confirmation 


fat the next session ofthe sensté: If 


Tilson were given a recess appoint- 
ment he would hold the position 
through the summer recess, and his 
future status would depend upon what 
the senate did with the nomination 
when it returns next session. 

The nominations of Deaver and 
Purvis were assured of confirmation. 
The president withdrew them at the 


same time, it is presumed, in order 
not to embarrass Tilson by singling 


him out. The nomination of the At- 
lanta lawyer was withdrawn, it is be- 
lieved, on the advice of republican 
leaders in the senate, who realized 
the strength of the opposition. 

It may be possible that Tilson will 
not be reappointed but this view is 
not generally held. The president ap- 
parently is standing firmly behind the 
nominee, and withdrew his name to 
prevent any danger of its rejection. 
Had he not been determined on the 
nomination he would have risked a 
contest with the senate it is believed. 
Tilson left here Friday afternoon 
for Atlanta. He declined to comment, 
except to say that he was “cheerful” 
and “hopefal,” and that he would con- 
tinue the fight. Shortly before he left 
the city, his brother, republican floor 
leader John Q. Tilson, who has been 
pushing his cause, took the train for 
his bome in New Haven,~Conn. 
The withdraway of the nominations 
created a mild sensation at the capi- 
tol, especially among the Georgia mem- 
bers, who were at a loss to know just 
exactly what it meant. 


In the event a recess appointment 
is made, Senator Harris said that he 
still would have the votes to defeat 
confirmation, stating that 16 repub- 
lieans stood with the democrats 
against the nomination. He will con- 
tinue the fight at the next session, he 
said, if the Atlanta man is given a

Washington, June 18.—Dry sena- 
tors and congressmen who have been 
named by Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel of the Anti-Saloon league, as 
having received fees for making pro- 
hibition speeches, said Thursday that 
they see nothing improper in the 
practice. 

“IT am proud of being counted 
worthy of going out to speak under 
the auspices of such a patriotie end 
unselfish organization as the Anti- 
Saloon league,” said Representative 
William ‘D. Upshaw, Georgia, demo- 
crat. Wheeler told the senate cam- 
paign fund investigating comfmittee 
that Upshaw had made probably 50 
speeches in the east and south. 

“There ig no analogy between 
such work as I sometimes do on Sun- 
days and the advocacy of commercial 
or economic legislation,” - Upshaw 
said. He suggested that Senator 
Reed call Captain W. E. Stayton, of 
the Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment before his commit- 
tee. He has seen letters, he said, in 
which one wet .organization stated 
that money was needed from big busi- 
ness and that more than a million 
already had been raised. 

Lowrey’s One Fee. 

Another of those named Repre- 
sentative Lowrey, Mississippi, demo- 
crat, said that he had been making 
prohibition speeches for 40 years but 
that the only time in which he re- 
ceived a fee was for an address in 
Baltimore two years agp. 3 

“For 40 years I have been. m og 
speeches in favog of prohibition,” 
Lowrey said. “T expect to continue to’ 
make them. In nearly all of this work 
I have contributed outright my time 
and my service. 

“In so far as my records show and 
my memory serves, I have made just 
one speech fug.the Anti-Saloon Jeague 
for which 1 Qesivea any pay. what- 
soever. That™Was a speech made at 
a great raliy m Baltimore in January, 
1925. 1 agreed to make it without 
knowing just what fee would be at- 
tached, if any. The Wednesday follow- 
ing the speech made on Sunday, I re- 
ceived a very cordial letter from D. 
W. Crabbe, of the Maryland Anti- 
Saloon league, inclosing a check for 
$€”, which he figured was $50 more 
than my expenses. 

“I accepted this fee. 
apology to make for having a ted 
it; and Mr. Crabbe does not need to 
make an apology to anybody for hav- 
ing offered it. Every public man re- 
ceives a fee occasionally for making a 
publie address. I have made addresses, 
and sometimes have received fees, from 
the Y. M. C. A., from churches, 
schools, organized Bible classes, wom- 
en's clubs, men’s clubs and other simi- 
lar ofganizations. For 19 out of 20 
of these speeches made for these 
causes I have received nothing. When 
a hovorarium has been off ve 
accepted it as a sort of “balancing 
up.? 

“And if anybody wants to investi- 
gate these organizations named above 
for considering the laborer worthy of 
his hire in matters of this kind, I can 
give the same damaging testimony 
against them that I am here giving 
against their splendid contemporary, 
the Anti-Saloon league.” 

Not on Payroll. 

Senator Wills, Ohio dry, who is up 
for reelection this year, was so much 
concerned over the mention of his 
name Wheeler that he rose in the 
senate Friday and denied that he ever 
bad been on the Anti-Saloon league’s 
payroll. 

“I am not now and never have been 
for one moment on the payroll of the 
Anti-Saloon league,” he said. “While 
I was a private citizen I made a few 
speeches outside of Ohio in wet and 
dry fights but whatever remuneration 
I received came from the‘local commu- 
nity and not from any national organ- 
ization. I have never received one 
penny for any address on the wet and

“Don’t take it in front of me. _— 
will go in and buy some candy: while 
you take it.” é 

In his presence, however, the girl- 
wife swallowed two bichloride of mer- 
cury tablets. It is charged McDer- 
mott made no effort to prevent his 
wife’s action, although he was fullv 
aware of its significance.. She was 
in Kings County hospital two weeks. 

McDermott was represented in court 
by Lawrence J. McGoldrick and en- 
tered a plea of not guilty.

CHILEAN AMBASSADOR 
AND KELLOGG CONFER. 

Washington, June 18.—Indications 
that Chile considers negotiations here 
over Tacna-Arica ended were seen in 
Washington Friday although the white 
house denied specific information. The 
Chilean ambassador conferred for 
some time with Secretary of ‘State 
Kellogg just before the cabjnet meet- 
ing. Pessimism already iad devel- 
oped as a result of the statement of 
former President Arturo Alessandri, 
of Chile, impugning the good faith of 
the United States and announcing his 
intention to fight the Monroe doc- 
trine with the slogan, “Latin-America 
for Latin-Américans.” 

At the white house it was said that 
nothing more can be done by the 
United States until effects of the re- 
cent Tacna-Arica developments become 
evident.

Geneva, June 18.—Following the 
resignation of Brazil from the League 
of Nations have come threats of two 
other league members to resign and a 
demand from a third which may con- 
sider a similar threat. 

Statements from Spain and Poland 
that they will quit the league unless 
granted permanent council seats, and 
the demand from China that she re- 


ceive a similar place, have caused 
lengue leaders to indicate that an 
emergency session of the council may 
be called late in August to consider 
measures for preventing further losses 
of prestige. 

Brazil’s: announcement of resigna- 
tion is felt now to have aggravated 
rather than simplified the council c:1- 
sis, in that it has opened the way for 
other nations to take similar action. 
Foreign Minister Yanguas, of Spain, 
has declared that his country will not 
be represented at the September meet- 
ing of the assembly unless assured in 
advance that both the council and tlie 
assembly will give unanimous approy- 
al to Spain's claim for a permanent 
council . seat. 

Poland again has taken up the bat- 
tle over a permanent place. Members 
of the league have been advised unof- 
ficially that the Polish government 
favors resignation from the league un- 
less 1ts elaim at CGreneva is acted upon 
favorably.

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Vessels on Seas'| 


Washington, June 18.—()—A. mi- 
nority report from the house judiciary 
committee disapproving a treasury de- 
partment bill to strengthen the pro- 


hibition act-was filed toda’ by Repre- 
senative ‘Cucker, democrat, Virginia. 

The measure, favorably reported by 
a majority of the committe, is pending 
on the house calendar. 

Mr. Tucker took exception to the 
provision to permit the tovernment to 
seize vessels engaged in transport’.i¢ 
liquor “intended for ultimate introdue- 
tion into the United States, its territ» 
ries or possessions.” 

“Thus written,” Mr. Tucker cor 
tended, “it is seen that all vessels, do- 
mestic and foreign, on the high seas, 
transportin; liquor intended for intrv- 
duction into this country shall be suo- 
ject to forfeiture, The bill thus claim- 
ed the right of the United States to 
jurisdiction over tle high seas, not 
only as to its own vessels; but as to 
those of foreign countries, Such a 
claim will shock the nations of the 
world and will be challenged by every 
civilized country. 

Freedom of Seas. 


“The freedom of high seas,” free 
from the jurisdiction of any country 
in time of peace, has been recognized 
for years by all civilized countries of 
the world and by none more emphat- 
ically. than our own country. We 
fought one war to assert this due- 
trine. 

“The high seas are open roads, fre¢ 
alike to all nations, the Weakest and 
strongest having the same rights, and 
the jurisdiction of ro country extends 
beyond the bounds of its own limits 
and the three-mile limit along the coast 
to control or interfere with any for- 
eighn vessel, except under recognized 
international law or by special treaty. 
It is admi:ted that there is no treaty 
between America to proceed against 
the versel of any foreign country on 
the high seas. We have some so-called 
treaties, which, in my judgment, are 
not valid under the consti‘ution, that 
give certain rights to America as 
far out as 12 miles from the shore, 
but not beyond that.” 

The Virginia member asserted that 
these provisions of the bill “would op- 
erate as a challenge. by the United 
States to the world of a principle as 
old as civilization itself in the inter- 
national law and would bring upon 
the government the just rebuke of the 
world civilization and lead to a de- 
struction of the world harmony aud 
ultimately to war.” 

Mr. Tucker’s report was concurred 
in by four other members of the ju- 
diciary committee—Representatives 
Dyer, republican, Missouri; Gorman, 
republican, Illinois; Perlman, repub- 
lican, New York, and Weller, demo- 
crat, New York.

gentence, “if there is any prejudice | 
against Catholics in America, it comes 
from those who make a specialty of 
prejudice, ” He was not allow- 
ed to complete it. A tremendous roar 
of approval went from the audience, 
which filled every nook and cor- 
ner of the coliseum. The red-robed 
cardinals on the platform joined in 
the applauge and the secretary was 
obliged to stop for a minute before 
he could add: 

“And, like other countries, we have 
a few who do.” 

A few minutes later at the conclu- 
sion of his speech he again touched a 
resonpsive chord when-—with an un- 
mistaken illusion to Mexico—he de- 
clared : 

“I can promise you you will al- 
ways find in America—no-— matter 
what condition may prevail in other 
sections of this hemisphere—the free- 
fom which you require to teach your 
faith to young and old and to be 
missionaries to us all.” 

Again the cheering burst forth and 
continued while women waved their 
handkerchiefs and the prelates on the 
platform exchanged joyful and sig- 
nificant looks. Cardinal Bonzano, who 
had arisen when the secretary had 
delivered the letter from the presi- 
fent, was again on his feet, and cordi- 
ally grasped Mr. Davis’ band. 

The civic welcome to the papal le- 
gate, the cardinals and the other dele- 
gates to the congress, held in the hall 
where three presidents of the United 
Stntes—Rwoosevelt, Taft, and Harding, 
had been nominated—and a fourth 
(Calvin Coolidge) had received the 
nomination for vice  president—re- 
sembled the national conventions in 
more than one respect. As at national 
conventions nearly every seat in the 
big building was occupied an hour 
before the proceedings began and by 
the time set for the start, a crowd 
was milling outside, making it diffi- 
cult for the police to open a way for 
those entitled to enter. 

Decorations Profuse. 
- Three enormous American flags 
occupied the place of honor above the 
speaker's platform. The rest of the 
hall was decorated with red, white and 
blue and gold and white bunting, the 
national colors predominating. On the 
Stage were the seats for the cardi- 
nals, archbishops, bishops and the 
speakers, no one below a bishop in 
rank, being visible to the audience. 
* The size of the crowd put the car- 
dinals in what might be described as 
a jovial mood. Every face was 
wreathed with smiles and they cheer- 
fully took their orders from the photo- 
graphers of whom from 20 to 30 kept 
up a rapid-fire performance during the 
éntire evening. Even when one of them 
knocked over the speaker's stand 
against Cardinal Charost, he  pro- 
duced only a smile from the prelate. 

Cardinal Mundelein sat at the right 
of the cardinals, but between him and 
the right of the stage, left to right, 
Were: Edward H. Hines, carrying the 
eardinal’s cape and hat: Archbishop 
Augustine F. Leynaud, of Algiers, and 
Bishop Maurice Leadrieux, of Dijon, 
France. From Cardinal Mundelein’s 
left to the left of the stage, the pre- 
lates in the front row sat in the fol- 
lowing order: Cardinals Hayes, of 
New York; Reig y Casanova, of Spain;

The letter, dated June 16, read: 
“Your Eminence: 

“The invitation to attend the eu- 

ristic congress, extended through 
you, has been received. I regret that 
my engagements are such at this time, 
looking after those matters which nat- 
urally arise at the end of a session, 
that it is impossible for me to 
accept. ; 

“It is reported to me that this will 
probably be one of the largest religious 
gatherings of recent days he in 
America. Our country has long been 
under the imputation of putting too 
much emphasis on material things. 
*erhaps we have been the subject of 
that kind of criticism, not so much 
because we are really more interested 
in material prosperity than others, | 
but because in that direction we have 
been more successful than others. 
But, no doubt, a most conclusive 
answer to such criticism lies in the 
fact material prosperity cannot be 
secured unless it rests upon spiritual 
realities. It is impossible to create 
a commercial system which is not 
built on credit, confidence and -faith.

“And God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes; and there shal: be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain;

“Resurrection from the dead (that is,

“The sweet and sacred sense of the 
permanence of man’s unity with his 
Maker can illumine our present being 
with a continual presence and power of 
good, opening wide the portals from 
death into Life; and when this Life 
shall appear ‘we shall be like Him,’ and 
we shall go to the Father, not through 
death, but through Life; not through 
error, but through Truth.” (Unity of 
Good, pp. 38, 39, 41.)

“There is reason to believe that 
Moses is not dead. He did indeed ‘die 
in the.mount’ (according to the mate- 
rial senses of the people of that day) 
- » but he was seen alive in the da 
of the Saviour on the mount of the 
Transfiguration, seen ‘in glory,’ hence 
in resurrection life.

Regina Flory, wealth- 
iest actress of Paris, and perhaps of 
the world. 

Mile. Flory shot herself in the head 
while conversing with Sir Alfred Butt, 
a leading theatrical producer, at the 
Drury Lane theater. She is reported 
to have had a great affection for 
Sir Alfred, but through the years 
of their. acquaintance he showed no 
signs of response. Two years ago 
she attempted suicide in the Seine, 
and once: before she had expressed a 
wish that she might die. 

For three hours Thursday night 
the noted acress prepared her toilet, 
donning a beautiful gown which she 
had designed herself. She descended 
to the lobby of the Savoy hotel, where 
she was staying, and entered the din- 
ing room, where her elaborate costume 
and dazzling gems evoked special no- 
tice from the diners. 

After her solitary dinner was fin- 
ished she hailed a cab for the 100- 
yard drive to historic Drury Lane 
theater, where Nelle Gwynne and Ed- 
mund Kean had their debuts and 
where practically every, famous actor 
in England has played since its open- 
ing in 1663. At the theater she asked 
for Butt. 

Reports of just how the suicide 
occurred differ. Butt himself is si- 
lent, pending the inquest, and prac- 
tically nothing is known of the. con- 
versatiogg§ which preceded Mile. Flory’s 
act. It is known that her death came 
when she pulled a tiny, futile-looking 
revolver from her handbag, pressed 
it to her head and fired. 

Outside, on the stage of the Drury 
Lane, the music of “Rose Marie” was 
to be heard. Only those close to 
the office heard the report of Mlle. 
Flory’s weapon, which sounded more 
like a toy pistol than a revolver. At- 
tendants rushed to the dying actress’ 
side, but no sound came from her lips. 


Tests To Direct 
Trains by Radio 
Now Completed 


Chicago, June 18.—(4)—Successful 
tests in the direction and operation 
of freight trains by radio telephony 
have been completed by the New York 
Central lines it was learned today, 
and indicate the “advent of a new 
era in freight operation,” a statement 
says. 

Tests were made between Elkhart 
and Pinola, Ind., with an engine and 
caboose, each especially equipped 
with radio phones operating on-115 
meters, and using three tubes for 
transmitting and four for receiving. 
The tests were conducted under the 
auspices of.the telephone and _ tele- 
graph section of the American Rail- 
way as.-ociation.

is expected to attract the best de- 
signers and manufacturers of air- 
eraft thtoughout the world. The Gug- 
genheim fund, totalling $2,400,000, 
was established by Daniel Guggen- 
heim last January. ; 

After conducting an inquiry into 
aeronautic conditions in this coun- 
try and in Europe, during which gov- 
ernment officers, as well as experts, 
manufacturers and operators of air- 
planes were consulted, the board of 
trustees decided that its primary en- 
ergies should be concentrated on the 
promotion of safety in flying. 

“The primary reason for the slow 
commereial development of aviation 
fn this country and for its unsatis- 
factory financial status in those 
eountries where, through government 
subsidiaries, airplanes are establish-

board announced that it had = au- 
thorized its officers to make a care- 
ful investigation and prepare further 
specific recommendations for en- 
couraging the perfection of flying in- 
struments and accessories, with par- 
ticular regard to the perfection of 
the radio or other side to navigation 
and control for fog flying; research 
in nerology; development of means to 
prevent collisions; development of air- 
craft with motors accessible in flight, 
and development of fire and splinter- 
proof fusilage. : 

“Flying is now entering upon a 
new era,’’ concludes the announce- 
ment, “and the world is on the verge 
of developments which will make it 
clear that not only is flying over a 
great distance mechanically feasible. 
but that the whole art and science 
can be made so nearly accident-proof 
as to place flying on a basis of safety 
comparable with traveling by rail, 
steamship or automobile.’’
